V i r g in ia , M arch 25th.—Seven cases of 
sm all-pox. two of w hich are convalescent, 
were discovered by Hie President of the 
Boord of H ealth to-day. 
T he cases are 
divided am ong three fam ilies, residing in 
separate houses, two m ale heads ot which 
are m iners and the other a blacksm ith. Dr. 
J . B. Zangerle, the attending physician, 
was sum m oned before a m eeting of the 
Board of H ealth to-night, but he could 
give no satistactory explanation of his fail­ 
ure to report the cases in com pliance w ith 
the m unicipal law. except th at he was not 
positive th at th e disease was sm all-pox, al­ 
though the scabs from the postules result­ 
ing from it were dropping ofl one or two 
of th e patients, who are convalescent and 
circulating am ong the children of the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Y'ellow flags are now displayed on the 
outside of the prem ises wtiere the cases 
were discovered, and a sirict quarantine of 
the inm ates is ordered. 
Dr. Zangerle was arrested for a violation 
o f the ordinance w hich re quires physicians 
to report all cases of contagious diseases to 
the Board of H ealth. 
T he ordinance im ­ 
poses a fine of $500 and im prisonm ent for 
six y days for violation of its provisions. 
It is probable the extrem e penalty will be 
imposed in Zangerle’s cas cas the discovery 
concealed from the public has caused a gen­ 
eral sentim ent of intense indignation both

On the 19th day of last Ju n e a num ber 
of M exicans arrived at Paso del N orte 
from Santa Rosalia, in Southern C hihua­ 
hua.

They cam e across the river, 
went to w ork in th e Tow ne Sm elter, and 
had been hired by Morilz Low ensiein. 
They cam e to El Paso to work for $1. M exi­ 
can m oney, per day.

T he m anagers of the sm elter say they 
have a eood defense. T he m en w ere en­ 
gaged before, but as soon as they arrived at 
Paso del Norte tbe contract was cancelled.

Secretary B ayard has prepared a bill 
w hich he th in k s will carry the provisions 
of the new instruction into effect, and 
w hich will he offered in both H ouses of 
Congress. 
T h at any bill can pass at this 
late day of the session is extrem ely doubt­ 
ful. 
R epr ..entative Morrow has persistently 
urged upon B elm ont, of the Foreign Affairs 
Com mittee, who is also C hairm an of the 
sub-com m ittee appointed to consider Chi­ 
nese legislation, the necessity for consider­ 
ing tbe Chinese restriction bills referred to 
th at com m ittee, but B elm ont does not 
respond.

V ir g in ia , March 25lli.—Seven cases of 
small-pox, two of which are convalescent, 
were discovered by the President of the 
Boord of Health to-day. 
The cases are 
divided among three families, residing in 
separate houses, two male iieads of which 
are miners and the other a blacksmith. Dr. 
J. B. Zangerle, the attending physician, 
was summoned before a meeting of the 
Board of Health to-night, but he could 
give no satislactory explanation of his fat! 
tire to report the cases in compliance with 
the municipal law. except that he was not 
positive that the disease was small-pox, al­ 
though the scabs from the postules result­ 
ing from it were dropping oil one or two 
of the patients, who are convahsceut and 
circulating among the children of the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Yellow flags are now displayed on the 
outside of the premises where the cases 
were discovered, and a strict quarantine of 
tite inmates is ordered. 
Dr. Zangerle was arrested for a violation 
of the ordinance which requires physicians 
to report all cases of contagious diseases to 
the Board of Health. The ordinance im ­ 
poses a fine of $500 and im prisonment for 
six y days for violation of its provisions. 
It is probable the extreme penalty will be 
imposed in Zangerle’s castas the discovery 
concealed from the public lias caused a gen­ 
eral sentim ent of intense indignation both 
here and ia Gold Hill, and created an ap­ 
prehension that a serious visilation of the 
scourge is now imminent, which the Board 
of Health 
oflicets 
thought had been 
stamped out. 
Another case is reported in the north end 
of this city, two m ilts from the Divide. 
The public schools have been ordered 
closed.

John Hoe.v, the father of one of the Di­ 
vide families in which there are three cases 
of small pox, is a m iner employed in the 
Chollar, where 150 men are working, and 
among whom he has daily mtDgled. Be­ 
fore going under the ground he daily hung 
his clothes, reeking with the germs' of tbe 
loathsome disease, in the cbanging-room 
with those of the other miners. This has 
caused a general alarm among his fellow- 
tuiners lest that they may have become in­ 
fected with the disease. There is no vac­ 
cine matter here, the supply having been 
exhausted. 
P hysicians are being besieged by hundreds 
of applicants for vaccination, aud have tele­ 
graphed Kast for a supply of fresh virus.

States statute against tbe importation of 
foreign labor uuder contrae., seven suits 
have been liied by United States District 
Attorney Kieberg, i:t the Federal Court at 
El Paso against the Ei Paso Smelting Com­ 


pany, commonly called the Towne Smelter. 
The statute prohibits the engaging of for­ 
eign citizens by contract to perform labor 
in this country previous to their exit from 
a foreign country. The penalty for so en­ 
gaging foreign laborers is $1,000 for each 
offense. 
On the 19th day of last June a number 
of Mexicans arrived at Paso del Norte 
from Santa Rosalia, in Southern Chihua­ 
hua, Mexico. They came across the river, 
went to work in the Towne Smelter, and 
had been hired by Moritz Lowenstein. 
They came to El Paso to work for$l, Mexi­ 
can money, per day. Lowenstein paid 
their fare. On this the suits are based. 
The managers of the smelter say they 
have a trood defense. The men were en­ 
gaged before, but as soon as they arrived at 
Paso del Norte tbe contract was cancelled. 
The smelter people, when released by the 
Mexicans, were left at full liberty to remain 
in Mexico or come over the river. They 
did tbe latter voluntarily to accept employ­ 
m ent in the smelter.

W a s h in g t o n , March 25th.—The present 
ontlook for the passage of any anti-Chinese 
legislation at the present session of Con­ 
gress is very dubious. There are not more 
than three m onths of the present session 
remaining. The tariff debate and the ap­ 
propriation billa will consume moat of this 
time. 
The Senate has not complied with the 
President’s request that the Chinese treaty 
and message accompanying it shall be made 
public as soon as the treaty has been rati­ 
fied. Secretary Bayard has prepared a bill 
which he thinks will carry the provisions 
of the new instruction into effect, and 
which will lie offered in both Houses of 
Congress. That any bill can pass at this 
late day of the session is extremely doubt­ 
ful. 
R eprtentative Morrow has persistently 
urged upon Belmont, of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, who is also Chairman of the 
sub-committee appointed to consider Chi­ 
nese legislation, the necessity for consider­ 
ing the Chinese restriction bills referred to 
that committee, but Belmont does not 
respond. 
He is awaiting developments 
that are apparently as far from being real­ 
ized to-day as they were two years ago, 
when Secretary Bayard said he first orig­ 
inated the negotia'tions with the Chinese 
Minister for the exclusion of Chinese labor­ 
ers.

W a s h in g t o n , March 25th.—Representa­ 
tive Mills, Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, who was confined to his 
house by a severe cold last week, is reported 
much better to-night, and it is expected he 
will occupy his seat in the house this week. 
It was reported yesterday that Mills had 
lost his mental faculties temporarily, under 
the strain of his labors on the tariff "bill and 
that he was crazy on the subject of the 
tariff. W hile this subject is enough to 
make any man who devotes his tim e to its 
consideration crazy, the family of the Texas 
Representative emphatically deny that he 
is afflicted with any such malady. 
The report of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee drafted by Milis in support of his 
measure for tariff revision will probabv be 
submitted to the House of Representatives 
with the bill not later than next Wednes­ 
day. If any tariff bill is to be passed this 
session the Mills bill has by long odds the 
best chance of securing a majority iu the 
House. The Republicans seem to be di­ 
vided on the question. Some of them 
will not agreo to the proposed plan of re­ 
ducing the duty on sugar one-half and on 
paying a bounty of two cents per pound on 
hotue-grown sugar. There is a very gen­ 
eral feeling of opposition among Republi­ 
cans to any reduction of this tax, only such 
as is proposed in Randall’s bill. In fact, 
the Pennsylvania Congressman’s measure 
lias received but little consideration. The 
arguments that he can present, when the 
subject comes up for discussion, in sup­ 
port of his measure, are unknown, but 
there is no prospect that the bulk of the 
Republican votes in the House will come 
to reinforce his bill. 
The minority, being unable to agree 
among themselves, are engaged with the 
problem of opposing all tariff revision and 
of voting for a hill that is diametrically op­ 
posed to the protection idea. There will 
be perhaps a dozen Democratic votes cast 
against the Mills’ bill, on account of free 
wool and free lumber, but on the other 
hand there will be a handful of Republi­ 
cans who will vote for the Mills’ bill on 
the ground that some reduction of customs 
taxes must be made, even if the measure 
as a whole is not satisfactory, on the theory 
that it will not do for the party to put itself 
in the position of obstructing revenue re­ 
form, and that the people of their respect­ 
ive districts demand that the tariff shall be 
revised. 
That the 
Mills’ bill will be 
amended is certain, and if Randall can get 
into it certain reductions of revenue taxes 
it may be that he will finally give his ap­ 
proval.

They 
were taken from her and sent to the Juven­ 
ile Asylum only recently. 
She got them hack wuh infinite trouble, 
opposed by poverty on one side and the 
persecution of her husband’s relatives on 
the other. W ork was failing and food get­ 
ting scarce. She foresaw she must lose 
them soon and decided to kill them. On 
Wednesday she sent Anthony, the eldest of 
the boys, to a drug store with 25 cents to 
buy some rat poison. The child bought 10 
cents’ worth of Rough on Rats. 


THEIR TERRIBLE AGONIES. 
Mrs. Lebkuenchaner stirred it in some 
tea and, dividing the draught into three 
equal parts, gave it to the boys to drink. 
Very soon afierwards all three were taken 
ill. 
W hiie watching their stiflerings the 
mother stayed with them all day, going 
about the house without exciting the atten­ 
tion of the tenants. All Wednesday night 
and all day Thursday the ltttlesufferers lay 
in their uving agonies, with the mother 
hovering about, seeing their little lives ebt>- 
ing out slowly and surely. They begged 
for water, and with the merciless crueity of 
a fiend the mother gave them whisky to 
drink. 
The two eldest drank, and cried that they 
were on fire. They begged to be taken out 
in the back yard and have tbe hydrant 
turned on them, but their feeble cries found 
a deaf ear. On Thursday afternoon Charles 
died. Three hours later his eldest brother 
breathed his last: still the youngest, a baby 
of 3 years, was left.

W hen he was in business he necessarily 
packed cholera-stricken hogs, because they 
were mixed with the other hogs. 
He had 
cut hogs into hams, etc., knowing them to 
be diseased, just as every other packer did. 
The meat of a cholera-stricken hog was 
not poisonous. 
One of the crying evils 
of the times was the shipping of diseased 
hogs to market by the farmers. 
The man would immortalize himself 
who would frame legislation which would 
prevent the refiners and packers from act­ 
ing improperly in the manufacture of food 
products.

A NEW PILOT AT THE HELM. 


Now that Hon. Horace Davis has been 
installed with fitting ceremonial into; his 
high office as President of the University, 
the people will be justified in expecting 
permanency in that chair. 
N r thing can 
be worse for a developing institution of 
this character than rejteated changes in 
its head. 
Our University has suffered on 
this account, but we trust its trials in that 
direction are at an end. The choice of 
Mr. Davis was a very deliberate one. 
It 
was largely influenced, no doubt, by the 
fact that the new chief is a Californian; 
that all his interests, hopes and ambitions 
center here, and that as thoroughly as any 
man in the State he knows the people with 
whom he is to deal. 
There is immense strength in the har­ 
mony of the man with his environment in 
any station. 
Injection of new blood into 
educational institutions we have believed 
in, and do still, because it prevents us 
from repeating our errors. 
For this rea­ 
son it is wise, to introduce teachers from 
other States, now and then, into the com­ 
mon schools that we may profit by varied 
experiences under many systems. 
Hut 
this does not apply in the case of the E x­ 
ecutive of the University. 
In that in­ 
stance it is essential that the President 
should be thoroughly familiar with the 
btate, and especially witli its people; 
know their characteristics and understand 
the local social fabric from the foundation 
to the cap-stone. 
In Mr. Davis this re­ 
quirem ent is filled, while at the same time 
we secure intellectual and scholarly ability, 
with executive capacity born of intim ate 
relation with great business interests and 
broad political experience. 
We are justified in looking for the same 
devoted interest being given to the Uni­ 
versity by Mr. Davis that he has mani­ 
fested in business, and in forwarding the 
material interests of the State generally. 
A faculty binds itself to the internals of 
the institution; of necessity its horizon is 
lim ited by the curriculum of the Univer­ 
sity, while its relation to the State is hut 
secondary at best in faculty estimation. 
The Regents are called to their duty as an 
avocation only, and cannot he expected 
to have that constant and abiding interest 
in the affairs of the. University that will be 
felt by a President who takes pride not 
only in the institution itself, but in the 
State of which it and he, in a sense, arc 
products. 
Mr. Davis unquestionably takes 
up bis new task as a life-work ; it is not to 
him am ere question of a few years of ex­ 
periment, or one of salary to I* shifted by 
an offer of office with greater rewards 
elsewhere. 
He goes into the President’s 
chair not merely to fill it, but to elevate 
the University in public esteem, and to 
educate the people into broader and clearer 
conceptions of its importance to the Cali­ 
fornia scheme of popular education: 
The inaugural address of the new Presi­ 
dent—and whicli gives us a brief view of 
the man and his aim—is distinguished by 
clearness of view, practical and common 
sense ideas, and broad and far-seeing inten­ 
tions regarding his new work. 
It is em­ 
phatic in its vigor and yet promises noth­ 
ing which the past life of the new Presi­ 
dent does not give warrant us to expect. 
The State is to be congratulated cn his 
inauguration, and we think we see the 
time not far distant when the people will 
realize that at the head of their chief in­ 
stitution of learning they have placed not 
only an executive, but one who will de­ 
velop new motive [tower for i t ; who will, 
in other words, bring the people and the 
University closer together, and thereby 
draw from the former the elements of new 
force for the advancement of the latter. 


BAISIN PROTECTION. 


T he raisin-producers of California rep­ 
resent one of the most promising industries 
of the State. 
Removed to a great distance 
from the chief markets, producing at an 
unusual expense and aiding in developing 
the resources of a new State, they have had 
absolute need of the protecting arm of the 
tariffi 
W ithout it they cannot compete 
with the foreign growers. 
For 
these 
reasons they are asking that they he 
further protected, that the industry may 
be fully developed. 
They have proved 
that they can pack as good an article as 
comes from the best foreign fields of pro­ 
duction. 
The proposition is to withdraw 
the protection in some degree, and thus 
add to the risks of local raisin production 
T he new schedules, therefore, are of vital 
interest,not only to growers, hut to the ma­ 
terial interests of the State. 
If the new 
scheme is accomplished, raisin-growing in 
California will practically receive a blow 
from which it is improbable it can recover, 
and thus the development of the State will 
be seriously impaired. 
The ability to 
market our raisins, and their fine quality, 
are augmenting so rapidly that the dis­ 
patches of 
Saturday say the expected 
advance in prices will not be resisted in 
th e New York market. 
The raisin indus­ 
try in California is of more importance 
from the fact that the product, unlike 
uncured grapes, does not need to be at 
once marketed. 
Its protection, therefore, 
means a great and rapid widening of the 
area devoted to graj>e-growing for raisin- 
curing. 
As it is, the industry barely pays 
the cost. 
Remove the protecting tariff', 
therefore, and the industry will lie pros­ 
trated and its enlargement cease. 
This 
would seriously impair the value of all 
grape lands and put vineyard interests 
along the whole line more or less in ¡toril. 
Development of the raisin industry in Cal­ 
ifornia to this date has been largely exper­ 
imental, and such extension as it has had, 
lias been based upon faith reposed in Con­ 
gress that the growers will lie amply pro­ 
tected against foreign competition. 
If the 
-native product is crushed out, however, 
the foreign producers will monopolize the 
market, as they did until the home pro­ 
ducers came into competition with them. 
The raisin-consumers, therefore, are more 
benefited by protection than by its re­ 
moval, since they will receive, through in­ 
direction, all the benefits accruing from 
the development of this home industry, 
giving employment to thousands of work­ 
ers whose interests are inwoven witli those 
o f the consumer, and at the same time they 


will benefit by retention of competition 
in the raisin market. 


CHOOSING SENATORS. 


The House Committee on Revision of 
the Laws has agreed to report a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution, so as to 
provide for the election of United States 
Senators directly by the people. 
This is 
unquestionably in response to a popular 
demand. Rut if the amendment is adopted 
it will as certainly lie a reversal of the 
scheme of the fathers to secure Senatorial 
representatives of units of the Union, 
chosen by the deliberative or legislative 
bodies of the States. 
It is true that the 
States will still be equally represented in 
the upper house, and must always be if 
we are to preserve the U nion; but the 
choice by the jieople by indirection was 
purposeful, and with the idea of securing a 
body of higher capacity and greater dignity. 
If the new system is adopted the distinc­ 
tion between the two houses will be found 
in the length of the Senatorial terms, and 
the fact that the Senators will more truly 
represent the majority of the people. 
In 
this sense the change will be to purer 
republicanism. 
By district representation 
it is not only possible, but it frequently 
occurs, th at the majority of the people in 
a State are not represented in the lower 
house. 
Thus, a party’s membership inav 
be so distributed that it cannot elect a 
representative in any one district, when, if 
massed, the strength of the party would be 
sufficient to elect all the Congressmen in a 
State. 
It was this fact that led President 
Garfield to say: “ In my judgm ent It is 
the weak point in the theory of representa­ 
tive government as now organized and ad­ 
ministered, that a large portion of the 
people are permanently disfranchised.” 
He gave many illustrations of this drawn 
from experience in his own State, and was 
loti by them to advocate a system of pro- 
jxirtional or minority representation. 
The methods employed in modern poli­ 
tics by the bosses, of whom Senatorial as­ 
pirants have so frequently made use, un­ 
questionably account for the proposed new 
departure. 
Rut the question is by no 
means a closed one. 
If the original plan 
was sound, and abuse of it relates only to 
modern methods in influencing Legisla­ 
tures, iiruy we not with better grace devote 
ourselves to reformation of the methods, 
and extirpation of venality and bossismi 
than to injecting new contests for offices 
into popular elections? 
On the other 
hand, the choice of Senators by the people 
at large will be, as we have said, more truly 
representative tiian in the case of mem­ 
bers for the lower House. 
The latter will, 
as now, represent local interests, and while 
under that system, as Simeon Stetson puts 
it in his pam phlet essay on representation, 
very often “ locality beats strength,” the 
essential of the representation of interests 
as defined by district hounds will remain, 
while Senators chosen by a system in 
which all interests take part, will repre­ 
sent the State as a political organism, and 
lie a democratic choice in as true a sense as 
is possible under our system, which, where 
there are more than two candidates in thd 
field, perm its a plurality to rule. 
Of course legislative selection, even if 
the Legislature is chosen with direct ref­ 
erence to the Senatorsliip, is chosing by 
the majority of a majority, and therefore 
direct 
election 
brings 
the 
Senate 
th at much nearer to the people, and the 
nearer together the people and the Gov 
em inent the better for each. 
But while 
the Senate will he more directly related to 
the people under the proposed system, it 
must not for a moment be supposed that 
electiou direct will rid the process of vi­ 
cious jKilitieal influences. 
It will, how­ 
ever, greatly restrict their operations and 
cripple their ability, for instead of man­ 
aging a Legislature in the interest of a 
candidate, bosses will he compelled to dis­ 
tribute their efforts over an entire State 
and among all the people. 
It is questionable if the Senate will 
agree to submit the new proposition to the 
States. 
T hat body is jealous of its rights, 
and clings witli tenacity to the traditions 
of its history. 
In the House the debate 
over the proposed amendment will excite 
comparatively little attention, but should it 
reach llie Senate the discussion will be of 
the profoundest interest. 
The proposition 
itself, we believe, meets the general wish 
of the people, and in a Republic that 
should always he the law of the land, and 
it Ls indeed, sooner or later. 
The idea of 
direct choice addresses itself strongly to 
the good judgment of friends of free gov­ 
ernment, and if not now adopted, we be­ 
lieve will bediefore the close of the centuryJ 


T h e r e is nothing that can be stolen 
from the citizen of a Republic, that so 
much endangers his liberty or impover­ 
ishes his manhood, as his ballot. 
Nega­ 
tive that by theft and he has no liberty 
left, no protection in law to life or property 
that is not imperilled. 
Vote-thieves have 
been tried and punished recently, and more 
are on trial, but on not one does the law 
visit punishment commensurate with the 
crime.

WILSON’S GREENBACKS. 


H e F a lls A m on g T h iev es an d is R ob b ed 
—Suspects A rrested . 
H atrison Wilson, a negro from Nebraska, 
went into the notorious place kept by Mrs. 
Anderson, on Fourth and M streets, on 
Friday night, and was robbed of $80 in 
money and a watch. On Saturday m orn­ 
ing he appeared at the station-house and 
reported the robbery, but was still druuk 
and was unable to tell where the house was 
at which he had been robbed. 
H e made 
his statem ent to officer Franks, who de­ 
tained him until the arrival of Capmin 
Karchsr. when he again went over the 
story. H e described the people in the 
house very accurately, and the officers 
thought they recognized the place from the 
description given. Officers Franks, Ash, Car­ 
roll and Able proceeded to the place and 
arrested all of the inmates, but after they 
reached the station-house Wilson said that 
none of them were the persons he referred 
to. They were accordingly discharged. 
Then commenced a search for the place 
where the man had been robbed. Officer 
Franks started out with him , and, after 
talking 
further with 
him, 
suspected 
that it was Mrs. Anderson’s place. H e ac­ 
cordingly walked down Fourth street with 
Wilson, and as they neared the corner of 
M the mau at once recognized the place. 
Returning to the station-house, they were 
reinforced by the same officers who made 
the first raid, aud, proceeding to the house, 
arrested Mrs. Anderson and several female 
inmates of the place. 
Captain Karcher and his assistants then 
commenced to weave a web, which, in a 
few hours, placed behind the bars the per­ 
sons who no doubt committed the robbery, 
as the chain of evidence already obtained 
by the officers is vet y strong. These par­ 
ties are Tom, alias “ Tough ” Anderson, an 
ex-convict and a step-son of Mrs. Ander­ 
son, aud John Charles Gannon, her own 
son. Charlie, as be is familiarly called by 
his friends, came to the prison" to see his 
mother, and was locked u p ; but the cap­ 
ture of "Tough” was not such an easy m at­ 
ter. It was learned from Charlie that his 
half-brother had said he was going out to 
the grant, aud officers Franks and Ash 
made a night drive out there after him. 
Their buggy broke down, and they walked 
back into the city at 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning without their man. 
In the meantime officers Able and Carroil 
were keeping up the search in the city. 
About midnight they discovered " Tough ” 
in the alley between Third aud Fourth, L 
and M. Hq ran as the officers started after 
him, and was only captured after a lively 
chase of several blocks. Since their arrest 
the diflerent parties have made statements 
which will fasten the crime upon “Tough” 
Anderson, at least, and probably upon 
Charlie Gantion. As the publication of the 
details at this time might defeat the ends of 
justice they are withheld. The case as at 
first reported was a difficult one to work 
up, and the officers are entitled to credit for 
having so speedily landed the guilty parties 
in jail.

L illie W oods D row ned R efore H er P a r­ 
en t’s R yes. 
Saturday morning about 4 o’clock a sad 
accident occurred at the Grand Island 
Ferry, about two miles below Courtlaud, on 
the Sacramento river. A. W. Stuart and 
family, consisting of his wife and two chil­ 
dren, were returning to their home from a 
party given at Courtland by the Native 
Sons of the Golden West. 
W hile driving 
upon the ferry-boat, in some unexplainable 
m anner the apron gave way, and the 
buggy, with its occupants, was precipi­ 
tated into the river. Joseph Thomas, a 
young man who was passing at the time, 
with great heroism and at the im m inent 
risk of his life, sprang into the stream. Be­ 
ing an expert swimmer, he succeeded, by 
almost superhuman exertion, in rescuing 
Mr*. Stuart and her younger child, which 
she held in her arms. 
Mr. 8tuart, being 
weighted down by a heavy overcoat, with 
great difficulty extricated himself from his 
perilous position. Miss Lillie Woods, Mrs. 
Stuart’s daughter, a beautiful girl about 
thirteen years ot age, immediately disap­ 
peared beneath the water, and, being drawn 
under 
the 
boat by the current, was 
drowned. In a short time a large party of 
neighbors gathered at the scene of the acci­ 
dent to seek for the body of the drowned 
girl, which was found about sixty feet 
below the ferry landing. 


Suit for D am age8. 
Charles Nebro, through his attorney, 
Chauncey H . Dunn, has commenced an 
action against W. D. Perkins to recover 
$650, with interest thereon from January 14, 
1884, and costs of suit. 
The plaintiff alleges that on th e — day of 
December, 1883, he was owner of 80 acres 
ot 
laud situated in Placer county, de­ 
scribed as the east half of the northeast 
quarter of section 20, township 14 north, 
range 9 east. That plaintiff at said time 
was an old man, but little acquainted with 
business methods and transactions, and un­ 
able to read or write, aud had been for some 
time in tüe employ of the defendant— 
w orking for his board, lodging aud cloth­ 
ing. That defendant repeatedly advised 
plaintiff to sell his 80 acres of land, aud 
offered and requested to be allowed to sell 
the same, as tne plaintiff'was ignorant of 
business matters, and likely to be swindled 
it he undertook to make tne sale himself. 
Defendant professed great friendship for 
plaintiff, aud agreed that if allowed to sell 
ibo land he would place the proceeds of the 
sale in some savings bank in plaintiff’s 
name and for plaintiff's benefit. 
Plaintiff' 
alleges that he believed the representations 
oi defendant, and agreed tbat the sale 
might be made by defendant, on the condi­ 
tions named. 
It is alleged that defendant falsely and 
fraudulently, and f >r the purpose of taking 
advantage 
oí 
plaintiff, represented to 
plaintiff that it would be necessary for 
plaintiff to execute a written instrum ent 
in order for nim (defendant) to sell said 
land, and plaintiff, believing said repre­ 
sentation aud having full confidence in the 
honesty and friendship of defendant, agreed 
to execute the same; that defendant there­ 
upon falsely aud fraudulently, aud with in­ 
tent to take advantage of plaintiff, pro­ 
cured a deed of said 
premises, from 
plaintiff to defendant and that plaintiff, 
relying on the friendship and honesty of 
oelendunt, 
executed and delivered the 
same to defendant. No moneyed consider­ 
ation was given to plaintiff, it is alleged, 
except $1, which defendant explained was 
necessary as a matter of form; that de­ 
fendant, on or about January 14, 1884, sold 
and conveyed said premises to M. Lobner 
and \\ . B. Huy ford for the consideration of 
$650, and tbat defendant, with intent to 
defraud, wholly neglected and refused to 
give said proceeds, or any part thereof, to 
plaintiff or to place the sanie in any bank 
in plat..tiff's name or for plaintiffs benefit;

General Bedloe and General Bedloe'sson 
both settled in Dorchester, and some time 
subsequent the present Aleck Badlam and 
Aleck's father and grandfather were all 
born in that now justly celebrated town. It 
was even on Dorchester Higbts that the in­ 
fant Badlam first learned the rudiments of 
paternal education and imbibed his fun- 
loving and office-holding propensities. 
Aleck has been over to Bedloe's island 
several times to take the bearings, and he 
proposes to prove all his allegations by his 
side partner, Berry, who is reputed to be 
living in mnch affluence down in Fresno.

T he exam ination of W . T. Fitzgerald, 
charged w ith unlaw fully voting at the 
recent election in th is city, cam e up for 
hearing before Justice of the Peace Davis 
Saturday at 10 a. m. 
T his individual was 
arrested upon a com plaint sw orn to by 
Jo h n F. Ram age and taken betore Justice 
C. N. Post. 
Fitzgerald, it is said, was 
afraid justice w ould be done him before 
Judge Post, and he asked for and secured 
a change of venue to the Court of Justice 
Davis. 
W hy be asked this change is not 
yet apparent, b u t it is hinted th at it was 
m ade at the suggestion of the parties who 
im ported such m en as Fitzgerald for elec­ 
tion day. 
W hen 
Justice Davis called Court to 
order the num ber of spectators was so large 
th at he im m ediately adjourned to D epart­ 
m ent One of the Superior Court. 
T he case of Jam es M orrissey, another of 
“ the gang,” who was arrested for attem pt­ 
ing to vote on election day on the nam e of 
Charles Dodge, was tried at the sam e tim e, 
W . A. A nderson acting as attorney for the 
“ San Francisco gentry,” he claim ing th at 
the points he proposed raising in defense of 
both were identical. 
Fitzgerald occupied a chair in the Court­ 
room ju st behind his attorney. 
He is a 
short, heavy-set, thick-necked individual, 
hair cropped “ a la San Q uentin,” wears a 
red m ustache, has a florid com plexion and 
a very red nose. 
H e would not take a first 
prize for good looks at a Sunday-school 
convention, but w ould be the envy of the 
“ kids ” on any race track in the world. 
H e seemed to be pretty well posted in m at­ 
ters relative to registration and election 
laws generally, and frequently w hispered 
hurried suggestions to his legal adviser. 
H e looked m ore hopeful th an did his atto r­ 
ney, the latter no doubt realizing th at he 
had no case. 
M orrissey is quite the opposite in ap ­ 
pearance to his p artner in the illegal voting 
business. 
H e is a dapper-looking young 
fellow, was d r< ^ d w ith great «.re, his 
toilet was perfect, denoting the fact th at he 
had at least spent fifteen cent3 w ith a 
tonsorial artist before p utting in an appear­ 
ance at Court. 
H e wore a neat-fitting suit 
of dark clothes. 
From one of his coat 
pockets a red silk handkerchief was cun­ 
ningly pulled out a couple of inches and 
arrayed as artistically as does the stew ard 
at first class hotels their napkins in goblets. 
H e wore a silk tie th at was a stunner, and 
included in its m anifold colors all the hues 
of the rainbow . 
On his left breast he 
wore a " satchet bag,” m ade o f pink silk 
and scented with the ottar of roses, that 
m ade the air redolent w ith its sw eet odor, 
and knocked 
com pletely o ut th e loud 
sm ells th at cam e creeping up from the 
jaily ard below. 
H e w ould be taken for a 
“ m asher ” any where, and no doubt th at 
is his regular “ ’F risc o ” business, th at is, 
if he bas any business at all. 
T he evidence was first taken in the F itz­ 
gerald case. 
T he people were represented by D eputy 
D istrict A ttorney Brown, Grove L. Jo h n ­ 
son, W . H . B eatty and C. W . B aker. 
J. F. Ramage, th e com plaining witness, 
said he knew the defendant by sight. Saw 
him first on election day at Three-and- 
a-half I ’recinct, N inth and’ J streets, w here 
I was acting as one of the clerks of the elec­ 
tion. 
D efendant cam e to the w indow, pre­ 
sented a ballot, gave his nam e as W illiam 
T hom as Fitzgerald and said he lived at the 
W illiam Tell House. 
H is ballot was taken 
by the Inspector and deposited in the bal­ 
lot-box. 
A poll-list was show n witness 
ami be recognized it as the one used in 
T hrae-and-a-half Precinct and h is entry of 
the nam e of W illiam T hom as Fitzgerald 
w hen the latter’s ballot was presented and 
voted. 
Mr. Anderson objected to the introduc­ 
tion of poll-lists or Great Registers, claim ­ 
ing th at there were none of the latter in 
force, and there had been no legal election 
held on the date specified in the com plaint. 
These objections were overruled. 
F ran k M iller, Cashier of th e N ational 
B ank of D. O. Mills, was placed upon the 
stand as a w riting expert. Two certificates 
signed by Fitzgerald w hen he was regis­ 
tered both in Sacram ento and San F ran ­ 
cisco were show n him and he said there 
was no doubt but that the sam e individual 
had w ritten both. 
Mr. M iller has been 
connected w ith the bank and had tw enty- 
three years’ experience in expertiug signa­ 
tures. 
O. A. Tolle, D eputy R egistrar of San 
Francisco, was next called. 
H e produced 
the affidavit signed by the defendant w hen 
he was registered in San Francisco, and 
w hich registration rem ains uncancelled to 
this day. 
The num ber of the affidavit was 
1G1, and showed that W illiam Thom as 
Fitzgerald was 35 years of age, a native of 
the State of California; th at he resided at 
No. 715 H ow ard street, between T hird and 
F ourth, on the third floor, room 31; that 
he was a clerk by profession, and th at he 
had resided in the State six m onths, and in 
the precinct 30 days prior to th e tiling of 
the affidavit. 
E. H . McKee, City A uditor, testified to 
the fact th at the city election had been 
regularly called and in accordance w ith 
law. 
H e produced the record book of the 
Board of Trustees and read th e order re­ 
lating thereto. 
H e said the electiva was 
regular in every respect and th at the T hird 
Trustee had taken his seat and was acting 
w ith the Board in an official capacity. 
Mr. A nderson objected to all this testi­ 
m ony, stating th at he proposed to prove in 
argum ent th at there was no legal election 
held as stated. 
H is objections were over­ 
ruled and he took an exception. 
Mr. Tolle was recalled and said Mr. F itz­ 
gerald’s registration was in force at this tim e 
at San Francisco and it there was an elec­ 
tion held there “ to-day. to-m orrow , or next 
week he could vote in the precinct w here 
he is registered.” 
W m . B. H am ilton, County Clerk, pro­ 
duced the affidavit m ade bv W m . Thom as 
Fitzgerald w hen he applied to be entered 
upon the G reat Register of Sacram ento 
County on th e 24th of January, som e two 
m onths ago. 
H e said he wras 33 years of 
age, a native of California and a resident of 
the Third W ard. 
H e said an order w as 
passed M arch 5th by the Board of Super­ 
visors to m ake a new Great Register of Sac­ 
ram ento county. 
Jo h n B arrett, the inspector of the late 
election at the T hird I’recinct, recognized 
the defendant. Said he voted on the nam e 
of W m . T hom as Fitzgerald in the afternoon 
of election day. 
M r. Ram age was acting 
as clerk at th at tim e. 
Ben Steinauer, proprietor of the New 
W illiam Tell H ouse, stated th at he had 
been conducting th a t house for tw o years 
past. 
H e did not know the defendant, and 
felt quite sure th at the latter had never 
eaten a m eal or occupied a room under th e 
roof of his house. 
Mr. N uttig stated th at he was proprietor 
of the old W illjam Tell H ouse from Oc­ 
tober 18, 18S7, to February 23, 1888. 
H e 
did not know the defendant. 
The latter 
never had stopped w ith him . 
Mr. Steinauer, th e successor of Mr. Nut- 
tig in the proprietorship of the old W illiam 
Tell House, testified to th e sam e effect. 
T he defendant was a total stranger to him . 
M. J. O’Reilly, a deputy in the office of 
the State Controller, said he had know n 
the defendant since 
about 1880. 
H ad 
noticed him in Sacram ento fair weeks and 
during sessions of the Legislature. 
Knew 
him to be a resident of San Francisco. 
W . W. Roads, D eputy C ounty Clerk, said 
he took Fitzgerald's registration. 
H e said : 
I asked him it he was registered in any 
other county, and if he had answ ered th at 
he was, be could not have been registered 
here until the other registration was can­ 
celled. 
I am satisfied I asked him all the 
questions touching his illegibility. I knew 
deiendant by sight, and have seen h itu oc­ 
casionally in this city.

M orrissey then 
got ou t of line, his arrest was ordered and 
he was afterw ards taken to th e lock-up 
H iram Johnson, Tom Fox, M r. Clark and 
m any others witnessed it. 
Mr. A nderson—M r. Ficks, now is it not 
a fact that he cam e up sm ilingly w ith a 
ballot in his band, passed it up and said 
“ Cbarles Dodge ” laughingly, and som e 
one cried out “ Ingersollism ?” 
M r. Ficks—No, sir: it is not a fact. 
H e 
cam e up as any other voter would, and 
tried to vote illegally. 
Grove L. Johnson—D id not defendant 
run w hen the officer attem pted to arrest 
him ? 
M r. F icks—W ell I should say he did run. 
M r. Johnson—T h at’s s o ; I saw him run 
m ysell. 
H iram W . Johnson, one of the clerks of 
the election board at Precinct No. 1, w here 
M orrissey attem pted to vole, corroborated 
the statem ent of M r. Ficks. 
H e saw the 
latter standing by the window, in full view 
of the ballot-box, th e Inspector and th e m an 
w ho voted or attem pted to vote. 
H e stood 
there all day. 
M orrissey cam e to the polls 
early in the m o rn in g ; he gave th e nam e of 
C harles Dodge, the proper num ber on the 
register, and passed up his ballot to the 
Inspector. 
M orrissey was challenged and 
ran, and in his eagerness to gel aw ay left 
his ballot. Saw him arrested in the after­ 
noon. 
H e cam e up to the polls th e sam e 
as others did who were legally qualified to 
vote, gave nam e and num ber w ith apparent 
intention of voting. 
D. S. H yam s, w ho was present at the 
polls, saw defendant pass in his ballot and 
call out th e nam e of Dodge. W itness stood 
behind Mr. Fieks, and corroborated the tes­ 
tim ony o f the latter and Mr. Jonnson. 
It 
was shortly after 8 o’clock in the m orning. 
W itness identified the defendant. 
W m. B. H am ilton, C ounty Clerk, testified 
that the nam e of Jam es M orrissey did not 
appear on the Great Register of Sacram ento 
county. 
T he nam e of Charles Dodge, 
however, does appear. 
T he registers used 
at the city election were certified copies of 
the Great Register of this county. N otw ith­ 
standing an order has been m ade for a new 
register, the old one rem ains in force until 
the com pletion of the new one. 
The prosecution here rested their case. 


THE DEFENSE. 
Ed. M. M artin, w ho seemed to be asso­ 
ciated w ith Mr. A nderson in these cases, 
was called to the w itness-stand for the de­ 
fense. 
H e said he was Inspector of Elec­ 
tion in the F irst Precinct, 
lie did not re­ 
m em ber taking M orrissey’s ballot in his 
hand. 
How ever, as long as Mr. Ficks and 
Mr. Johnson were so positive about it, he 
w ould not say he did not. 
M orrissey an ­ 
nounced the nam e o f Chas. Dodge. 
H ere 
the case rested. 


TH E ARGUMENT. 
The case of Fitzgerald was first argued. 
A s the evidence was all on one side, there 
was nothing for the defense, except to try 
to convince the Court th a t it was sitting in 
a judicial capacity, to try the case upon its 
m erits, instead of acting solely as a com m it­ 
ting m amóstrate, ¡n case there was a prob­ 
able cause of action. 
Mr. Anderson said 
the authorization of a new Register in this 
county on the 5th of M arch cancelled the 
old one on that date, hence there was no 
Register, an d 
everybody 
and anybody 
could vote w herever they pleased. 
H e also 
held th at there was no legal election on 
th at day, as there was no legal authority 
for holding the sam e. H e confined his few 
m om ents’ argum ent to strictly legal points 
regarding the validity of the Great Regis­ 
ter, and w hether or not th e city election 
was legally held. 
H e also claim ed that at 
this tim e, and in fact since the last State 
election, there has been no legal register of 
voters in San Francisco. 
M r. Johnson, in reply to the rem arks of 
Mr. A nderson, annihilated them in about 
two m inutes. 
H e then turned his attention 
to the defendant and the outrages to which 
this com m unity ha3 been too frequently 
subm itted. 
H e said th e defendant had 
come to Sacram ento w ith m any others for 
the sole purposeof aiding corrupt influences 
to ru n our elections. 
H e said it was clearly 
proven by a reputable witness th at Fitzger­ 
ald was a resident of San Francisco ; that 
his visits to Sacram ento were like angel’s 
visits, few and far betw een, and occurred 
only on the eve of an election, during the 
State Fair, during sessions of the Legisla­ 
ture, when he could be seen w orking his 
points in the th ird house. 
H e was not 
entitled to vote in this city, and at no tim e 
had secured a residence here. 
It was 
clearly proven th at he had added perjury 
to his other crim es, for he had sw orn to a 
lie w hen he signed the affidavit that he was 
not registered elsew here in order to get 
upon the Great Register oí this county. 
H e told a lie when he presented his ballot 
at the polls and said : 
“ I live at the W ill­ 
iam Tell H ouse.” 
W hat better proof could 
be asked than these proprietors com ing un 
and sw earing th at they don’t know him , 
that he never was in th eir house. 
In vot- 
iqg here he violated the law, for at the 
sam e tim e he was registered in San F ran ­ 
cisco. 
T here is no question about the 
validity of the Great Register, either here 
or in San Francisco. 
They are still in 
force for all election purposes. 
Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son reviewed the testim ony at length. 
To the utter surprise ofjeveryone the Court 
took the m atter under advisem ent u ntil 
n ext W ednesday. 
It was supposed from 
the conclusive and uncontradicted testi­ 
m ony as to Fizgerald's guilt that he would 
be at once bound over for trial. T he pub­ 
lic w ill anxiously aw ait the result, as all 
eyes arc turned upon these election fraud 
cases, and they are the topic of general con­ 
sideration throughout the city and State. 
T he feeling of the people is not in a good 
condition to be trifled w ith. 
If these men 
charged w ith election frauds are not guilty, 
they desire to see them so declared, but if 
guilty any attem pt to deflect or hinder the 
coarse of justice will be at once recognized 
and m eet w ith th e public condem nation it 
deseryes. 
T he Court adjudged M orrissey guilty, 
and set next W ednesday at 10 a. m. as a 
tim e for passing sentence. 
H e fixed his 
bail at $500. 
M orrissey was taken into 
custody by th e Sheri 0.

How th e B a rn in g o f H is L ibrary 
D rove H im W est to Seek 
F ortu n e. 


[Special to the Chiiago H erald.l 
F o r t W a s h i n g t o n fW is.), March 16th. 
—-Forty years ago Senator Leland Stan 
ford, the California millionaire, here laid 
the foundation of his fortune of $70,000,000; 
here it was th at Mr. and Mrs. Stanford 
spent their honeymoon and the first three 
years of their married life, and here they 
suffered more and greater hardships than 
they experienced before or after. 
It was 
here, too, that Leland Stanford received 
the blow which sent him away in chagrin 
and disgust to build for himself and his 
young wife a new home in the West—the 
blow th at was the direct means of chang­ 
ing Ilia position in life from that of a 
struggling country lawyer to the one he 
now holds. 
Mr. Stanford came to Port W ashington 
intending to make it his permanent home. 
In the forties the village was a lusty rival 
of Chicago and Milwaukee, and was en­ 
joying a healthy boom fostered by Chicago 
men, whose confidence in the village at the 
head of the lake had been shaken. 
Stan­ 
ford was at this time studying law in A l­ 
bany, N. Y., where a missionary sent out 
by H . O. Stone of Chicago found him and 
induced him to cast his lot in Wisconsin. 
H is mind once made up it did not take 
the young lawyer long to get his valuables 
together, his luggage consisting of a small 
hide-bound valise containing half a dozen 
pairs of home-knit woolen socks, a few 
liuen collars of the kind that fastened at the 
back, and four or five cotton handerchiefs 
as large as small table-clotlis, which, with 
his law books—the latter forming a small 
but excellent library, the gift of a brother 
—were packed in a single trunk. 
It has been said that when Leland Stan­ 
ford came to Fort W ashington he walked 
into the village, his wardrobe on his back 
and his valuables tied in a red cotton 
handkerchief. 
There appears to be no 
foundation for this story. 
Gray-haired 
men, who well remember Stanford’s arri­ 
val here, say there is no doubt that the 
journey from Albany was made by rail to 
the terminus of the Lake Shore road, 
which was then in course of construction, 
thence by stage to Chicago, and by boat to 
this place. 
There are a number of the 
early settlers who recall the young lawyer’s 
arrival. 
Ho was a stout-built, dark-com­ 
plexioned young mau, 22 or 23 years old, 
with thick lips aud an impediment in his 
speech that made him appear at bad ad­ 
vantage in social gatherings, and tended to 
make him bashful and retiring. 
Stanford secured board at the Powers 
House—a two-story frame hotel owned by 
H . O. Stone, of Chicago, and managed by 
the late Judge O’Connor. 
He looked the 
town over, liked the location and its pros­ 
pects, and decided to settle here. 
A room 
was rented on the second floor of a frame 
store building and furnished as a law of­ 
fice. 
The apartm ent was small—8 by 12— 
and plainly furnished, the furniture con­ 
sisting of a rough, unpainted table, three 
chairs, and a book-case. 
A shingle was 
hung out, and Leland waited for a client. 
W hether or not the client ever came his­ 
tory does not relate, but true it is the Court 
records of W ashington county bear no evi­ 
dence that Leland Stanford had a case on 
the calendar daring the three years he 
was a member of this bar. 
In fact, busi­ 
ness was so poor that Stanford secured 
an appointment as Notary Public in order 
to increase his income by the fees accru­ 
ing from the office. 
To-day there is many 
a deed and mortgage on file bearing the 
signature: 
“ Leland 
Stanford, 
Notary 
Public.” 
In the fall of 1848 Stanford returned to 
Albany to be married. 
Charles Miller, a 
prominent citizen of West Bend, in the ad­ 
joining county, declares with considerable 
pride that he iurnished the money to pay 
the expenses of that wedding and bridal 
tour. 
The fact was, lawyer Stanf:rd had 
found his hands full in keeping the wolf 
from the door, and had been unable to 
save much from Itis small income; hut he 
would not disappoint his betrothed by ask­ 
ing her to postpone the wedding, and 
{•luckily took a friend into his confidence, 
and borrowed the money to carry him 
through. 
Mr. and Mrs. Stanford did not come to 
Port W ashington prepared to begin house­ 
keeping. 
All their worldly goods were 
contained in one trunk of very moderate 
size, and they found no difficulty in get­ 
ting everything into the* one small room 
in the Powers House occupied by them. 
Their apartm ent was on the second floor, 
directly 
over 
the 
bar-room, and 
was 
warmed by a stovepipe that passed through 
the chamber from the office. 
Tire young 
couple were very happy here for several 
months. 
They were welcomed in society, 
sucli as there was, and it is said the lines 
were drawn very closely, attended the 
dancing parties given in “ the section,” 
as the long, low hall in the garret of 
the hotel was termed, and became a part 
of the life of the little village. 
A t last, 
however, Mrs. ¡Stanford became tired of 
being continually invited 
out 
without 
being able to entertain in return, and 
sighed for a home of her own. 
It was de­ 
cided to begin housekeeping, and a cosy 
story-and-a-half brick cottage was rented. 
Furniture cante from the East—a gift of 
Mrs. Stanford’s father—and the young 
people moved into tlieir plain, but quite 
pretty home. 
The house stood on the 
bauk of a brook, so close to the stream that 
one day during a spring freshet the waters 
rose and carried the building out into 
Lake Michigan, where it sunk, together 
with its contents. 
For a time Stanford seemed to prosper 
in a small way, but a year after his mar­ 
riage Dame Fortuue’s smile, which was 
never particularly bright, turned to a 
frown. 
Business fell oft’ to nothing, and 
the young 
lawyer’s 
income 
stopped. 
Then Mrs. Stanford thought it advisable 
to return to the home of iter parents until 
things picked up. 
2V fire came and swept 
away 
Stanford's 
office, destroying 
his 
library and leaving him with no means to 
continue his business. 
About this time a 
political campaign was at hand, and the 
nomination to the office of Prosecuting 
Attorney for the county was tendered him. 
H e accepted it, and when the votes were 
counted found he was snowed under. 
Dis­ 
gusted. disheartened and poor, Stanford 
accepted an invitation of his brother, who 
had gone to California some months pre­ 
vious, and emigrated to the Pacific coast. 
I is interesting to know that the man 
wl o defi ated Stanford and sent him to San
